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that the FCC was proposing to give up 
oversight that in the past has kept interfer- 
ence from Class B computing devices to 
radio receivers within “practicable limits.” 
This is a special consideration, the League 
said, now that many radio amateurs have 
PCs as permanent parts of their stations. 
The League said it was important that the 
FCC reaffirm its intention to increase en- 
forcement against noncompliant devices. 
The League said it is the concern of the 
amateur community that new testing proce- 
dures could allow on the market more de- 
vices that either are not tested, do not meet 
RF emission requirements, or both.

ARLBO71 ARRL supports changes 

The ARRL has filed comments on FCC 
WT Docket 95-57, a notice of proposed rule 
making on five items of importance to 
amateurs. These items, described in detail 
in page 82 of July 1995 QST, are: 

1. A lifetime amateur operator license, 
originally proposed by the League in a 
petition filed January 6, 1994. The ARRL 
said in its comments that it believes a 
“relatively substantial” number of ama- 
teurs would benefit from such a lifetime 
license. However, the League said that the 
Commission’s proposal is not quite what 
the 1994 petition requested, but, rather, that 
former licensees be given credit for exam- 
inations passed in the past. This would 
create an unnecessary burden for volunteer 
examiners, the League said, and would 
assign to them a function contrary to the 
Communications Act. 

2. On April 4, 1994, the League peti- 
tioned the FCC to change the number of 
bona fide members necessary to constitute 
an Amateur Radio club from two to four, for 
the purpose of applying for a club station 
license. The FCC has recently resumed 
issuing of club station licenses after a 15- 
year hiatus, and the League said that since 
the FCC no longer requires the filing of 
organizational documents from clubs, that 
increasing the required number of members 
to four (as the FCC has proposed in WT 95- 
57) is more important than ever. 

3. The League strongly opposed the 
creation of a “session manager’ for volun- 
teer examiner test sessions, as proposed by 
the FCC based on a petition by the Rules 
Committee of the National Conference of 
Volunteer Examiner Coordinators. The 
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League said, among several arguments, that 
there is no reason why the (required) three 
VEs should not be held jointly responsible 
for the proper conduct of an examination, 
and said that the FCC’s plan would under- 
mine the integrity, both perceived and actu- 
al, of the VE program. 

4. The League supported a proposal 
that the FCC issue special one-by-one call 
signs for certain special event stations. 

5. The League also supported allowing 
portable indicators to be sent before, after, 
or both before and after the station call sign, 
as the operator chooses.

ARLB060 Response to RFI proposal 

The ARRL has commented on an FCC 
proposal to deregulate the equipment and 
testing requirements for personal comput- 
ers, peripherals, and individual components 
(in ET Docket No. 95-19). 

The FCC proposal, made in February, 
would not change the substantive regula- 
tions governing unintentional emissions 
from Class B digital devices, and there is no 
proposal in this proceeding to increase the 
amount of permitted RF energy from per- 
sonal computers, peripherals or their com- 
ponents. “Theoretically,” the League said, 
“radio amateurs will not be affected by this 
proceeding, notwithstanding the fact that 
the Commission’s certification procedure 
is specifically intended to ensure that unin- 
tentional radiator devices not cause inter- 
ference to radio services such as broadcast- 
ing, aeronautical and maritime communi- 
cations, and the Amateur Service.”

ARLX027 Inventor W9CSX SK 

Marvin Camras, W9CSX, who is cred- 
ited with the invention of magnetic tape 
recording, died June 23, 1995, in Evanston, 
Illinois. He was 79 years old and lived in 
Glencoe, Illinois. 

According to The New York Times, 
Camras worked and taught at the IIli- 
nois Institute of Technology for more 
than 50 years. As a student in the late 
1930s, he built a magnetic wire 
recorder, and later discovered that 
making recordings on magnetic 
tape made splicing easier. In 
1944 he was awarded a patent 
on “method and means of mag- 
netic recording,” the Times said. 
Camras received the National Med- 
al of Technology in 1990. He was 
awarded more than 500 patents for his 
work, and they were licensed to more 
than 100 manufacturers. The Times said 
that Camras exhibited an early aptitude 
for building electrical devices, including a 
flashlight at age four, and “a transmitter” 
three years later. 

Marvin Camras was first licensed as 
W9CSX< in the late 1930s, and held that call 
sign until his death. Among his survivors are 
his wife, Isabelle P. Camras, of Glencoe:

He has 
been a licensed amateur since 1991, and 
holds a Technician class license. 

Adam will receive his award on August

ow that the dust has settled and 
Ne of the early scores counted, it 

can only be considered a HUGE 
success! 

Operated in conjunction with the Tri- 
County Amateur Group (TAG), Phil-Mont 
Club members arrived at the KYW-TV 
transmitter site shortly after 9 A.M. The 
huge field atop one of the nicer hills in 
Roxborough, quickly filled with vehicles, 
tents and generators.
